This action complicates the matter 
still further, as counsel for the parties differ 
as to the right of the Court to order a change 
of venue. The trouble seems to lie with the 
witnesses or the witnesses lie about the 
trouble, and to discover which state of af- 
fairs is true, or which of the facts they state 
in true, is what makes the muddle.

“ and then in relation to the transporta- 
tion of the mails by means of railroads: it

The Police Committee are almost unani- 
mously m favor of increasing the police 
force by the addition of 250 men, 100 to be 
monnted, and will, unless they change their 
minds, report in favor of the resolution at 
the next meeting of the Council. A refer- 
ence will then be made to the Finance Com- 
mittee to devise a means of payment, which 
Committee will strike a snag in the absence 
af any provision in the charter authorizing 
such payment, and the matter will be turned 
over to the Judiciary Committee, which qill 
report the measure back with a suggestion 
that it go to the Committee on the Streets 
and Alleys to be protected by the force, 
and that Committee will favor its reference 
to the Corporation Counsel. By this time 
the appropriation bill will be made up and 
the affair settled comfortably and satis- 
factorily. 


The New York Ventral Railroad fared 
wonderfully well m the great strike, on 
about 500 of the 12,000 employes becoming 
infected with the prevailing mania, while the 
Company suffdbed no loss wiiatever in the 
destruction of property.

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‘The fagt that the eight Peoria rioters were 
sorry for what they had done availed 
them nothing when they came before Judge 
Deummorp to answer for their offense 
against the dignity and authority of the 
Circuit Court of the United States. Most 
evildoers are sorry when they find 
themselves in peril of punishment for their 
offenses, but their sorrow comes too late. 
These men were led by the madness of the 
hour into the belief that all law was subverted 
in the land, and the calm, dispassionate 
words yesterday spoken by Judge Drvm- 
non in defining the rights of labor and the 
lawful limits within which these rights may 
be exercised must have opened their eyes 
as well as the eyes of all who read 
the admirable decision to the hope- 
less folly and crime of the past week. 
It is truly ‘incomprehensible to every 
man of any intelligence, ary man who can 
sympathize even with what are sometimes 
called the wrongs of labor, that there can 
be any right, or any pretense of right, in 
preventing other men from labor.” The 
language of the Court throughout, in con- 
nection with the sentence passed upon 
the rioters, was in the highest degree 
impressive, and if it could be spread broad- 
cast among the labor organizations and 
trudes-unions of America and read by every 
workingman in the land, it would aot fail to 
be of incalculable benefit. The rights of 
labor were sadly in need of this eminent 
judicial definition. 


One of the standing causes of trades- union 
complaint against the present order of things 
is the use of labor-saving machinery, which, 
it is alleged, reduces the number of hands 
employed in certain manufactures. This 
supposed evil is only in appearance, when 
we come to analyze it. There are a few 
trades where the use of automatic machinery 
has reduced the number of employes; shoe- 
making is the most conspicuous among 
them. But while steam- power and improved

While farmers receive a much 
higher price for hides than twenty years 
ago, the public buy boots and shoes 20 to 30 
per cent cheaper now than then. Take car- 
peting, the average value ot which was $2 
per yard in 1865, it now sells at wholesale at 
73 centa, and retails in immense quantities at 
$1 per yard. All woolen and cotton goods 
and clothing have been greatly reduced in 
pri¢e, to the benefit of the whole public, in- 
cluding the trades-uniou classes. The strik- 
ers never seem to take these things into con- 
sideration. 


THE HISTORY UF THE STRIKE. 

The great railroad strike id substantially 
at an end. Communications are restored 
and trains are again moving uninterruptedly, 
conveying the exchanges of the East and 
West. It may be as yet premature to record 
the details of the last two weeks’ confusion, 
to search for the special causes, or to esti- 
mate the particular resuits, dut the general 
history of the strike can be recorded now 4s 
well as at any time. The general cause of 
the strike was the pressure of hard times, 
which has acted upon the railroads more dis- 
astrously than upon other public corpors- 
tions. Their business has fallen off heavily, 
their réceipts have decreased, their stocks 
have fallen, and their debts have enlarged, 
antil at last many of them have been forced 
into bankruptcy. The rest, to save them- 
selves, were compelled to practice economy, 
some by reducing the wages of all classes of 
their force of employes and others by reduc- 
ing the wages of all classes of their work- 
men. Farly in July a reduction of 10 per 
cent was made on all the principal Eastern 
and Western roads, causing great discontent 
among the employes, which gradually in- 
creased until the tame was ripe for resistance 
to the action of the railway companies. 

Meanwhile a little incident, which, ander 
any other condition of things, might have 
peen only a harmiess episode, barren of any 
result, played an important part in kindling 
the conflagration. A fireman ed AmMon 
had been discharged for good cause from the 
service of the Fort Wayne Railroad. In re- 
venge, he conceived the idea of inaugurat- 
ing a resistance to the road in the form of «4 
strike. He went at the work coolly and de- 
liberately. His scheme at first contemplated 
engineers as well as firemen and brakemen 
in a grand concerted movement, but the en- 
gineers had already been on an unsuccessful 
strike, and besides were already banded ina 
Brotherhood, governed by a regular code of 
laws, and acting only on its own motion in- 
depen@ent of all other trades-anions. He 
therefore confined his vfforts to the firemen, 
brakemen, conductors, and switchmen, and 
equipped with a ritual, and set of rules, and 
by-laws «imilar to those of the engineers, he 
traveled ap and down the Eastern division of 
the snore & Ohio Railroad, as well as 
the Cor e. organizing the train- men in- 
to secret societies, bound by vath to resist 
the railroad company through the medium 
of strikes. Having accomplished his 
work so far as these roads were 
concerned, he next essayed the Pennsylvania 
Central, and was succeeding so well in his 
work that he enlarged his field of labor and 
sent out emissaries to work the New York & 
Erie Road. He seems to have had a decided 


| faculty for organizing, and an intelligence 


above the average of the class of workmen 
to which he belongs. He gave promise of 
reaching the same degree of success at the 
head of the firemen and brakemen that Mr. 
Aurnon has achieved as the organizer of the 
engineers in his Brotherhood of the Foot- 
board. Had he succeeded, the strike would 
have been much more formidable than the 
event has proved. Before he had completed 
his purpose, however, there was a premature 
explosion in West Virginia on the line of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Road, and, when he had 
laid the train on that and other roads, it 
spread with wonderful rapidity. Everything 
was opportune. He had prepared the way, 
and the 10 per cent reduction was the match 
that started the conflagration. The strike 
was the end he was aiming at, but it came 
too soon. His plans were not fully consum- 
mated, but when once it started, it was be- 
yond his control. 

The strike commenced at Martinsburg, in 
West Virginia, the terminus of one of the 
divisions of the Baltimore & Ohio Road. 
The freight-men not only struck, but they 
refused to allow others to take their places, 
and commenced to stop the running of 
freight-trains. The people sympathized with 
them, and the few feeble companies of mili- 
tia, being in sympathy with the mob, were 
easily enough overcome and disarmed. The 
Governor then appealed to the President for 
aid, and under the protection of United 
States troops trains were resumed. Had it 
not been for the work of the fireman, Aimon, 
the trouble might have ended here, perhaps, 
but he had done his work so well that the 
disaffection rapidly spread. On the next day 
after the strike at Martinsburg it had spread 
to Grafton and Cumberland, and thence 
| west to Newark. O., ontil at last all the 
freight-hands of the road were in open re- 
sistance. It continued in the track of Au- 


Mon, and two days afterwards it broke out 
on the Pennsylvania Road at Pittsburg, and 
spread rapidly east and west. The next 
day it appeared at Hornellsville, on the Erie 
Road, and commenced spreading in the same 
rapid manner. By Saturday night the 
whole East, with the exception of New 
England, was ina blaze. The strike had be- 
come an epidemic. Meanwhile violence and 
bloodshed aggravated it. Some Maryland 
militia passing through Baltimore to guard 
railroad property at Cumberland were at- 
tacked by a mob, and inthe melee some of 
the rioters were killed and many injured, 
the latter retaliating by firing some sheds 
belonging to the Compasy. In Pittsburg 
‘the Philadelphia militia sent there to help 
preserve order were savagely attacked by 
the mob and several of them killed. The 
Pittsburg militia deserted them by sur- 
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tramps, thieves, and vagabonds of other | 
places, were all in commotion, determined to 
improve the opportunity of the strike by a 
carnival of license. At first it was a contest 
between railroads and their employes ; at 
last it became a contest between the mob 
and the people. On the one side were ar- 
rayed the vicions elements of socigty, on the 
other the law-abiding. The ong summoned 
to ita ranks the riff-raff of the community, 
the other called upon the police and the 
militia, and, when it looked as if the enemies 
of society might triumph. upon the regular 
army. The struggle wase brief one. The 
mob sought to take the law into its own 
hands and failed. It was crushed and driven 
to ita holes. The law triumphed. Peace and 
order have returned. The wheels of com- 
merce have again commenced to move. Only 
here and there are smoldering heaps of 
ashes which will die out of themselves, even 
if they are not stamped out. There iv a 
profitable lesson ip the histdry of thie strike 
for railroad employes, if they would only 
heed it. As they look back over the history 
of the past two weeks, they should be con- 
vinced that they can never gain their ends 
by violence, by taking law into their own 
hands, by stopping transportation. by attack- 
ing the personal rights of the community and 
endangering society. 


THE PROPOSED INCREASE OF POLICE. 
It would be very foolish for the Common 


Council to impose a large and permanent ex- 
penditure upon the hard-pressed taxpayers 
of Chicago to satisfy any panic demand that 
has grown out of the recent mob. Even 
taking the experience of the recent disturb- 
ances, and it is apparent that the mob could 
have been controlled and squelched by the 
police we have on the first. day of its demon- 
stration. Even after the Mayor had allowed 
it to to grow by the natural accretion of two 
or three days’ existence and by reason of 
‘non-resistance, the mob was finally put to 
flight by the police, backed by the city mili- 
tia organizations, who were ready to take a 
hand in the melee if it should become neces- 
sary. There is nothing in the late riots, 
therefore, which warrants Adding 400 or 500 
regular police to the present force, or in- 
creasing the expenditure by from $300,000 
to $600,000 a year, as has been proposed. 

Besides the inexpediency of increasing the 
expenditures on police account, the proposi- 
tion to authorize the, Mayor to borrow $110,- 
500 to defray the enlarged expense for the 
remainder of the year is clearly unlawful. 
The money cannot be borrowed and added to 
the bonded debt, because that already ex- 
ceeds the constitutional limit. It cannot be 
lawfully borrowed as s temporary loan, be- 
cause the courts have held that city certifi- 
cates of indebtedness can only be issued 
against a specific tax-levy, and not in excess 
of the annual appropriations for the various 
departments and funds. The proposed in- 
crease cannot be included in the appropria- 
tions of this year. The law provides (Char- 
ter Art. VII., Sec. 89,) thatthe annual ap- 
propriations shall be made during the first 
quarter of the fiscal year, which begins Jan. 
1, and thereafter no further apprepriations 
shall be made anless the proposition for each 
appropriation has first been sanctioned by a 
majority of the legal voters of the city. So, 
the proposition for so large an increase be- 
ing injudicious, and there being no lawful 
means of raising the necessary funds, the 
Council will probably refuse to give it any 
further consideration. 

There is just one change that might be 
madé with advantage. If there could be a 
mounted police of fifty or sixty men to patrol 
the sparsely-settled southwestern districts, 
and to dy used as cavalry in case of riot, the 
efficiency of the force would be increased. 
It is impossible that the appropriations can 
be economized in other departments and so 
much of other funds used as will provide 
enough money to mount some of the police. 
Otherwise there will be no means of secur- 
ing itduring the present year, except the 
merchants who are alleged to be anxious for 
an increase choose to subscribe the money 
necessary to support the mounted police 
during the next four or five months. In any 
case, our merchants and property-owners 
will do well to encourage the filling up of 
the two city regiments of guards which 
proved themselves faithful and efficient dur- 
ing the nots, and were useful according to 
their strength and opportunities. It will be 
better to subscribe the funds for the uni- 
forming and equipping of a full quota in 
these regiments than to add to the perma- 
nent policé expenditures of the city. 


WHO ARE WORKINGMEN? 

A confusion of terms frequently leads to 
more serious complications. Such a con- 
fusion has undoubtedly had a deleterious in- 
fluence upon the relations between capita) 
and ‘‘ workingmen,” so called. It has estab- 
lished an inaccurate division of society in the 
minds of many laboring men. It has largely 
spread the impression that the two elements 
are not only distinct but antagonistic in the 
matter of uction, whereas they are nec- 
essarily associated and inter-dependent. Capi- 
tal when alone is idle, unproductive, and 
perishable; labor when alone is almost help- 
less and unproductive. That portion of the 
laboring men who at all times and ander all 
circumstances demand a reduction of the 
working-hours by 20 per cent and an in- 
crease of pay by 20 per cent; that portion 
who believe they have the right, not 
merely to stop work when they are 
dissatisfied, but forcibly to suspend 
the employment of capital by mobbing 
others who waut to work; that portion who 
believe capital is hostile to them, and can 
only be made to recognize them by the 
revolver, the cudgel, and the fire-brand ; all 
that portion infected with the Communistic 
purpose of leveling and confiscating things, 
make the serious mistake of thinking that 
the workingmen, in their anti-capital, 
Communistic sense, includes the great ma- 
jority of the people, whereas they are, as a 
matter of fact, but a small minority. lt 
may be useful at this time to inquire: 

Who are the workingmen? 

Horace Greeier, who cannot be accused 
of having had too great a sympathy with 
capital, and who prided himself all his life 
upon being a spokesman for the laboring 
classes, limited the “ workingmen,” in the 
trades-union sense, to those who live upo 

labor,—that is, 
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20 per cent of the entire population, instead 
entitled to the recognition claimed for their 
sporadic dictation to society. Perhaps this 


. can be shown most clearly by 


from the so-called ‘* workingmen” all those 
who do not properly belong to chat clase as 
it is spoken of in political. trades-· umon, and 
strike parlance. 

The twenty millions of farmers in the 
United States are not workingmen in the 
trades-union sense, though they are the 
hardest worked men in the country. Their 
days work is not an arbitrary allotment of a 
certain number of hours, but labor from sun- 
rise to sunset,—longer in the summer and 
shorter iu the winter, but always lasting till 
the exigencies of tarm-life admit of repose. 
The farmers are not the kind of workingmen 
tw» be inciuded in an antagonism to capital, 
because they are capitahsts as well as work- 
ingmen. They owu their farms, or work on 
shares and have an interest in the extent and 
character of the product; they their 
honses, their horses, their cattle, imple- 
meuts and tools, and own the whole or a 
part of the prodact of thts joint investment 
of capital. and labor. They cannot be count- 
ed on by the Communisty to join in any 
political, revolutionary, or lawless reaction 
against capital This excludes, then, nearly 
one-half of the entire population of the 
United States, or at least 20,000,900 of peo- 
ple. 

The trades-anion notion of “ working- 
men also exciudes all men who work 
with ther orains more than their 
muscles. All the men who manage rail- 
roads, mines, factories, shops, stores, and 
commercial business; all the men who are 
engaged ip the professions ; all accountants 
and salesmen ; all those who follow sedentary 
avocations in which mental power or educa- 
tional preparation is more essential than 
manual labor, are excluded. The distinction 
is foolish, on two accounts, viz.: (1) The 
workingmen, by leaving out all these classes, 
voluntarily reduce their own condition to a 
lower plane than is right or proper; and (2) 
because the managing. business, and pro- 
fessional men, as a rule, work harder, apply 
themselves more hours day and night, and 
wear out more quickly than any others. 
Nevertheless, they are not workingmen 
in the sense in which the term is used in a 
time of strikes or labor troubles. * 

The term workingmen, thus used, can- 
not include all mechanics, and indeed only a 
small part of them. It cannot take in those 
who work for themselves. In all the smaller 
cities, towns, villages, and throughout the 
rural districts, the blacksmiths, carpenters, 
wagon-makers, shoemakers, tailors, and oth- 
eAdgpo work at stad, so both as capi- 

as workingmen, bécause they have 
shops and tools of their own, work hard, 
earn m according to their own §kill, ap- 
plication, and shrewdness in striking a bar- 
gain, and sell the product of their labor. 
Nor, on the other hand, aan workingmen 
in the trades-union sense include all em- 
ployes nor all men living upon the wages’ 
fund, such as clerks, accountants, and sales- 
men, and those who occupy places where the 
absence of hard work tempts them into long 
hours, dependence, and poor pay ; these peo- 
ple will never make common cause with the 
Commune, 

Let those who boast themselves as being 
‘* workingmen reflect a little, and they will 
perceive that they are a small minority of 
the whole American people, and that the re- 
alization of Communistic ideas is a sheer im- 
possibility. 


THE GREENBACKS AND GOLD. 

One would naturally expect, therefore, that the 
Cincinnati and Chicago financiers would produce 
some plan of resumption of their own, to take the 
place of the act of 1875, which would be recog- 
nised by business men seaplan. They want to 
have the act ‘* modified,’ and one might reason- 
ably expect that they would express in business 
language the kind of modification they desire. 
We say in business language, because the rela- 
tion of the Government to its creditors is a busi- 
ness matter, and has to be transacted in terms of 
finance, and not in terms of poetry or charity. The 
Government, in all that regards finance, is sub- 
stantially a business mon. It is both « creditor 
and a debtor; has various kinds of obligations out- 
standing, on some of which it pays interest by con- 
tract, and on others of which it does ut. 
The only proper eubstitute for the Resumption act 
is, therefore, a proposal either to redeem the 
greenbacks on some other day than the one named 
in it. with coin provided in seme other way, or to 
redeem the greenbacks on that day at a lower rate 
than par. In other words, if the Government, in 
andertaking to pay a gold dollar for every paper 
dollar presented in 1879, has undertaken too 
much, the only thing it can now do is to offer to 
pay dollar for dollar at some later date, or 75 or 50 
cents, as may seem best, on that aate.—New York 
Nation, 

The Nation is confessedly an organ. 
Like a professional attorney, it always dis- 
cusses a question from the standpoint of a 
client. It denies the whole case of the ad- 
versary, and assumes all of its own, Those 
who insist that the -Resumption act be 
„ modified,” ask that the date fixed when 
the greenbacks shall be redeemedon demand 
in coin shall be repealed, because (1), with- 
outa change of law, coin means gold coin ; 
(2) because, without a change of law, the 
National Bank circulation will be retired ; 
and (3) because then, the,greenbacks being 
retired on and after Jan. 1, 1879, all 
private debts will be payable exclusively in 
gold coin. As the day draws nearer for this 
condition of affairs, we witness the increas- 
ing value of money as compared with other 
descriptions of property, especially real 
estate, and, in view of the’ great demand for 
gold, the increasing value of that com- 
modity. 

It is not true, as the Nation asserts, that 
the only proper substitute for the 
Resumption law is to fix some other 
day for the redemption of green- 
backs in gold, or to redeem the greenbacks 
on that day at a lower rate than par. The 
fact is, that the Government, except to the 
extent that it is a debtor, is not a business 
establishment. It is nota farmer, nor a manu- 
facturer, nor a merchant; it does not pro- 
duce, nor does it buy or sell. It has no cap- 
ital and no income except what it grasps out 
of the people’s pockets; and, strictly speak- 
ing, has nothing to do whatever with the 
resumption of specie payments. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the Government has by law, 
sanctioned only by an insuperable national 


pay off the demand greenback debt: and 


hai not been permitted to return to specie 
values. 
The business of every civilized commercial 


to the direct interest of private capital that 
bank paper be at par. If the Govern- 
ment paper were gradually withdrawn and 
the Banking law liberalized, private capital 
would furnish the country with specie notes 
equal to all demands of trade wher the 
Nation asserts that there i 00 other plan to 
redeem greenbacks than to pay them in coin 
on and after the day named, or to name some 
other day, or to pay them at a discount, it 
misstates the facts and ignores the history of 
the Government indebtedness, 

There is a law uow which provides that 
for every $100 of new bank circulation is- 
sued there shall be retired $80 of green- 
backs, which thas secures gradual expansion. 
Under this law there had been retired, ap to 
July 7, $22,335,068. These were not re- 
deemed in gold, and yet the national honor 
was not forfeited. The retirement of green- 
backs under this law would have been much 
greater had the policy of the Government 
been reasonably liberal to the banks. While 
there have been $27,865,085 new bank cur- 
rency issued under the law of 1875, there 
have been $64,000,000 bank-note circulation 
withdrawn, showing that circulation was not 
@rofitable to the banks. But this circulation 
may be made profitable. Instead of allow- 
ing banks only 90 per cent circulation, if 
they were allowed to have dollar for dollar to 
the par value of their bonds, and if they 
were relieved of the war taxes imposed on 
circulation and deposits, which taxes 
equal 2 per cent of their circula- 
tion, then it would be possible for 
banks to issue notes and have a 
profiton them. Tochange the law on this 
subject so as to give the banks circulating 
notes equal to the par of their securities, 
would give to the existing banks, on their 
present circulation of $315,000,000, no less 
than $35,000,000 of additional currency to 
loan to the people, and retire $28,000,000 of 
greenbacks without the purchase of a dollar 
of gold for that purpose. Under this liberal- 
ized law, the banks generally would, instead 
‘of retiring their notes, make large increase 
of them: new banks would be started, and, 
so long as the issue of bank-notes was allow- 
ed to be profitable, private capital would 
supply the currency to meet every demand. 
The law of 1875 limits the reduction of 
greenbacks under that law to $300,000,000. 
This limitation should be repealed. - Then, 
the business of the country being 
allowed to be managed by private 
capital, the greenbacks would pass 
gradually away at the rate of $80 
for $100 of the new currency that would 
be issued, until they wonld be so reduced 
in volume that they would circulate at par 
with coin and bank-notes. In addition, 
silver being remonetized and its coinage 
being free, the bank-notes and the coin 
would furnish the country with an abun- 
dance of currency receivable everywhere at 
par. The country would settle down to 
specie values as a natural result without any 
contraction of currency, but with an expan- 
sion, thus avoiding an extraordinary demand 
for gold, and without increasing the value 
of money as compared with real estate and 
other property. All this would take place 
within a comparatively brief time, the policy 
of the Government being once fixed and 
settled, and supported by the private capi- 
tal of the country. We can tell the Nation 
that the qpuntry is never going to resume 
on the Wall-street plan of contraction. 


Nor are the opponents of the Resumption act 
any more explicit in giving reasons why we cannot 
resume at the appointed time than in describing what 
we are to do instead of resuming. They say in a 
vague way that we cannot get gold enough to take 
up $700, 000, 000 of paper, but fail to give any rea- 
son for supposing that if paper were at par gold 
would be needed for $700,000,000, or even for 
$150. 060,000. A great demand for gold in licu of 
paper circulating in trade at par would be contrary 
to all experience of haman nature.—New York 
Nation. 

Will the Nation explain, in the first place, 
how the Government is to get $150,000,000 
in gold to redeem that number of green- 
backs?

A RAZOR-FIGHT.

BLoomineron, III., July 31.—A horrible hn- 
man butchery stained one of the principal 
streets of Bloomington to-day, resulting in the 
almost certain death of the most notorious 
negro in Central Illinois. William Hamilton, 
generally known as Fuse Dudley, is a light-col 
ored mulatto, aged 25, the son of a nergo woman 
by her master in South Carolina, a man of 
wealth and influence. He has lived here nearly 
twenty years, and has been under arrest at least 
one-third ef the time the last nine years. He 
is a perfect Hercules in form, brave as a lion, 


aud bold and unscrupulous W brave. A 


year ago he and one Gabe Hicks, a 
negro about the same age, stole some 
hams in the country from a widow named Wil- 
lard, and were both arrested. When in the cala- 
boose Dudley turned State’s evidence and was re- 
leased. By his testimony Hicks was indicted 
and convicted, and lodged in jail, where he re- 
mained mavy mouths. During his imprison- 
ment he sworé®he would kill Dudley when an 
opportunity came, and he has done his best to 
keep his word.

While they were in this position a 
bystander saw that Hicks’ coat was drenched 
with blood, and when Dudley jumped to his feet 
three most horrible wounds were seen upon 
Dudley's person, and a razor dripping with gore 
in the hands of Hicks, who mmm ely ran. 
One cut extended from Dudley’s left shoulder 
nearly to the navel. This actually severed three 
ribs at the union with the sternum, and hed 
the membrane separating the heart and lungs. 
Another extended across his laying 
bare his bowels, but not cutting them. Anoth- 
er, about six inches long, reached the bone be- 
hind the shoulder. in this condition he was 
carried home. and although the doctors said he 
could not live ten minutes he is at this writing 
still alive and comfortable. Hicks was run

There seems to have been much doubt about 
the power of the Judge to transfer these ques- 
tions to another county, Judge Christiancy and 
William Webber, counsel for the Regents in this 
case, differing, and yet neither is positive as to 
such power. Counsel for Douglas stoutly 
maintain that it is and intimate 
that they will to trial 
on these questions in Jackson County 
before a jury. Rose is willing to bave the trial 
in this or any other county, but Douglas claims 
that an im ial jury cannot be had in this 
county, and in fact don’t want to go before a 
jury anywhere. So the whole case is getting 
deeper and deeper into the mire as it proceeds, 
and the end seems farther off than it did at the 
beginning. 

A very sum of mo is being expended 
to get at the truth, which will evidently never 
be revealed. The next thing on the programme 
is to try these disputed questions befure a jury, 
involving a tedious review of much that has al- 
ready been gone over. Some idea of the intrica- 
cies of the case may be gleaned from a remark 
of Judge Huntington to-day, that he kuew no 
more about it than a man in Europe,—tbis, too, 
after listening to the testimony for four weeks.

Camp on THs Cusrgr Barr Fm, on the 
Little Big Horn, July 21.—Gen. Sheridan and 


party, with four companies of the Fifth Caval-“ J 


ry, left camp on Tongue River the 19th inst., 
arriving in camp here this morning. Your cor- 
respondent arriving the evening previous, 
pitched his solitary tent (consisting of rubber 
coat and saddle-blankets) at the site of Crazy 
Horse’s village, being the first reached of the 
series of Inaian villages as one approaches going 
down stream; hence, being the village charged 
by Maj. Reno with his detachment of the Sev- 
enth Cavalry that memorable June day in 1876. 

Leaving Tongue River the trail led along the 


base of the mountains until Little Big Horn River 


was reached, when the river was followed to 
THE SCENE OF BNCOUNTER. 
The country en route was of the same general 
character as that from Clear Oreek to the 
Tongue River, being of the finest description for 
stock. The distance was estimated at sixty 
miles. Most of the way the grass was fresh and 
bright as iu spring, and from two to four feet 
high. This of course was along the valley 
through which the riyer runs. On the north- 
erly side the plain very high and rolling, 
where the grass, although not so tall, was yet 
better for stock, while further back, beyond this 
high prairie, is a strip between the Little Big 
Horn and Tongue Rivers, much like the Bad 
Lands. The country or the southerly side for 
many miles is of the same general description, 
but better in quality, This country on both 
sides of the river is superbly watered by numer- 
ous small streams, tributaries of 
THE LITTLE BIG HORN. 
Out of these semi bad lands, on the northerly 


“side of the river, rise the Wolf Mountains, about 


the mineral character of which so much has been 
said. These so-called mountains are unworthy 
the name, being simply nills; from say 800 to 
600 feet in height, the composition of which is 
generally of the same character as the 
surrounding plain,—that is, red earth, clay, 
and sandstone. This formation is gen- 
erally regarded as antagonistic to gold de- 
posits, and it is entirely safe to say that these 
mountains are no exception to the general rule. 

It will be remembered that it was to these 
mountains (so-called) that 

THE FAMOUS STAMPEDE 

was made from Deadwood last winter, in which 
so many lost their tives from exposure. In 
truth, it is now settled that the reports of gold 
therein in circulation, and which caused the 
stampede, originated with the stock-dealers of 
Deadwood City, Black Hills, there being re- 
quired for such purposes much stock, and a de- 
mand, of course, causing N and high mar- 
ket. This was especially able in the Black 
Hills at that time, as stock was a arug on the 
market, and grain 10 cents per pound, and hay 
$120 per ton.

Sugar Frauds—How the Government Is 
Swindled—The New York Surveyorship— 
Senator Blaine’s Official Relations.

wWasnineton, D. C., July 31.—The Treasury 

Department has discovered additional et- 

dences of fraud in the importation of sugar. 

These frauds have been committed mainly at 

the ports of Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York, 

and Boston. A special agent, furnished with 
the clues, just discovered, was dispatched by 
the Treasury to-day to Philadelphia, New York, 
and Boston to make further inquiries, and pos- 
sibly to take steps against the swindlers. The 
fraud consists in the importation of a high 
grade of crystallized Demarara sugar, which is 
so colored as to come in under the classification 
ot cheap brown sugar, and pay a duty of a cent and 

a quarter per pound. The coloring is so skillfully 

done that it can be removed without injuring 

the sugar. Upon being removed, the crystalliz- 
ed sugar left is better than the best granulated 

gugar, and should pay a duty of at least 15 

counts per pound.
